WBCentis cr. Corrs.—The Lown Caancescon deli

chine by the permission of the plaintiff, and it wae clear that there was po 
exclusive enjoyment of the by the piniotiff, If the case contained ia 
the anawer had heen made by the bill, he would bave granted an injunction 
until the plaintiff had an oppurtanity to try lie right in an action.

Sin,—" A Constant Réaderyl’ in your last publication, impugns the 
tsits of y-patent. wrincipally; 1 believe; from ther fact, thata friend 
of ‘bis bad a razor made thirty years ago from iron, or rather stecl, re- 
duced to its metallic state, by means similar to thote which 1 employ.

in ordianry enses could ooly be treated with ridicule and contempt. There 
show'd have been, at all eveats, © sucpension of the dividend uotil aa luquiry 
had been mode into the recent management of the bank, and the origia of 
such extraordinary losses, which the directors themselves should bave in- 
vited. Dy avoiding this course they cnly create the anepicion that the losses 
are even greater than they declare them to be; and a dividead paid out of 
capital, ha this saust be, cao never prevent the shares from falling to a dis 

count, or eustaia the credit of the Lank itself. The edeances on which the 
above estimate of lowes is fonaded amounted inthe whole to 650,000/1., and 
were mode to two or three honses which lave recently stopped payment, on 
securitics which are presumed to be inadequate as well as incon rtible, by 
the very amount of loss which bus beea adopted by the directors, which is 
merely a calculation, and may be verified or not by the event. A belief pre~ 
vatled, a» may be collected fron the Manchester letters, that the bask Ia 
question cannot legally proceed agnivet these partics, so as to make them 
bankeapt, on aeeount of their belag sharcholders; Lut the short act of the 
leat ee elon removes that dificulty, or gives, at any rate, the same power of 
proceeding ogainet e shareholder as bguinst any other ereditor.

quires a long apprenticeship; and it should be remembered, as aa axiom, 
that banks prowe cither a biewsing or a curse to the coaununities in which 
they are located, aceording to the mode ia which their operations are con 
dacted, There te no doalt bat the extension of these institutions will mate- 
rially feterfere with the dieroust business of the Bank of England, and their 
projection, we imagine, bas caused much ansicty in the bask parlour, There- 
fore, prudence will wara the directors of these new institutions to keep their 
capitals fully paid ap ta proportion to their transactions ; for it ts atated that 
the bank direetion have resolved ia fature to refuse all assistance to either 
jolat.atoek or private baoks dering a period of embareasement, or, in other 
words, durtag « commercial crisis, We believe the district bask of Maan.

It is an idea which presents itself to the mind of every man who has childre® 
tecducate and provide fr, that the school hie of a boy, or at least some portion 
of it, ought, if possible, to bave a special adaptation to the business or pro- 
fession which is to form the occupation of his after-life ; especially if there 
be required for the skilful exercise of it the practical knowledge of certain 
elements of human learning, geaerally accessible to youth, and forming the 
legitimate subject of public education. A course of education thus comple- 
ting the ortinary education of our schoots, commencing in respect to those of” 
our youth who are to the active occupatioas of life an apprenticeship 
at school to the professions or trades whieh they are ultimately to pursue, ia 
as far as the skilful exercise of these is dependent upon the great principles of 
practical seience, would be a real boon to society in its existing position, if 
(ia common with every other form of education) associated with that syste- 
matic culture and development of the moral and religous character, without 
which, all human learning is, at best, but an empty and a useless gift. 

Examples of the scientific character which the mechanical and manafacturing 
arts are daily assuming among us, and of the marvellous concarrence of sciences 
which minister to each particular art, present themseives every where. Not 
less remarkable is the connection and Wependence which may be seen growing 
up between the différent branches of the arts and munufactures themselves ‘ 
in short, it is not difficult to preceive that all the expedients of mechanical and’ 
manufacturing art are fast referring themselves baek to common principles 0 # 
science, and taking the stamp of their common parentage. We have but to 
enter the walls of a manufaetory or a workshop in which ove of the thousand: 
mechanical trades of this great metropolis is carried on, to find in operation 
not only that particular process of art whence results the staple produce of 
that manufactory or trade, but a hundred others subsidiary to this, and the 
profitable appreciation of a whole host of ackuowledzed principles of scienee, 
or the expensive negiect of them. If, then, from the manufactory we direct 
our steps to some great work constructed for the publie convenience—a briige 
# canal, a dock-yard, « harbour, or a railroad, we find that every step in ite 
construction manifests the useful exercise of scientific skill or the prejudical 
disregard of it. 

It is, then, manifestly a thing of vast intportanes to an enterprising, a 
manufacturing, and « commercial commanity like ours, that the education by 
whieh our youth are introduced to the active oceupations of our arts and 
manufactures, to those various commercial and professional persuits which 
are related to these, ond to the directioa of onr pal/lic works, should embrace 
as an essential, a first, and piiacjpal element, instructioa in the great princi- 
ples of practical setenee. 

That this is not che character of the education which our youth destined to 
this career ia life now receive must Le appareat to every oue who has given 
any attention to the subject. If practical science now find its way to the 
young mind at all, it is, perhaps, under the diluted form of one of those many 
recent works of (so eatled) popular science, in which the intellect finds no 
resting-place, knowledge no foundation, aud practice no fulcrum, as itis ander 
the meretricious favour of some popular lecture, the relaxation rather of graver 
studies than an important aad a compulsory part of the very business of edeca- 
tion itself. The scientific attaluments thus formed are of necessity inadequate 
to the purpose to be effeeted, and if they turn to ashes in the mouth of the 
practical man, it is wot to be woudered at. Under these circumstances, the 
establishment of a new department of King’s College, proposing to itself the 
systematic development, through a course of twogr three years, of the great 
prineiples of theoretien! knowledge as applied to civil engineering nod to manu. 
facturing science in its various departuients—offering, in short, to the studeat 
that ground-work and foundation of physical science on which the whole 
superstructure of the manufacturing, mining, and engineering interests of the 
country claim to be clevated, cannot but be looked upon as a matter of oa. 
tional interest and importance, 

The names of the various professors already engaged in this undertaking 
constitute a sufficient pledge for tue character of the lnstruction they will give . 
and, by a recent decision of the couacil, it appears that one, if not two others 
men versed ia the actual applications of science to practice—are to be added 
to their namber, and to give instruction exclasively of a practical nature. 
A judicious arrangement has moreover bern made, by which the stadeuts of 
this department will obtain access to a long list of manufactories aad public 
worke carryiag oa ia the metropo is and its acighbourhood—a list which will’ 
it is expected, eventually include the represeutative of each iadividual art or 
process of manufacture. 

The inspection of these is to be wade at a certain stage of the progress of 
the student in a preseribed order, aod under the direction and saperintendence 
of competent teachers; it is, moreover, to be associated with a systemati, 
course of reading in arte and manufactares, and to be followed by writtes 
examinations. A prejadiced and, perhaps, in some cases, an jaterested 
opposition will possibly be raised against thie useful-iostitution, and be eu- 
couraged, ne dowbt, by the suceces which has atteaded it. 4 

Much will be gravely said of the importance of practical knowledge to the 
engineer, So far as itis meant by this to imply the absolute necessity of 
uolting with aj koaowledge of scicntific principles extensive experience and 
practice in the application of them, it cannot but receive the full concurrence 
of every enlightened and iateiligeat mind. The meanest art or trade can 20 
more be sucecesfully exercised without the experience or pract.ce of it than the 
greatest ; and this remark no more applies to the occupation of the eagincer 
than it does to that of the baker who would raep a peony roll, never having

Closely and inseparably connected with the welfare of that great 
branch of industry to which so large a portion of our columns is 
devoted, is the price of mineral produce in all ite varied forms, as 
upon that depends both the wages of the working miner and the 
profit of the capitalist. It has, therefore, been our practice, at the 
close of each year, to take a brief review of those fluctuations in 
price which have distinguished the preceding twelvemonth, and of 
the state of our exports for the same period, making such further 
observations as these might suggest. 

Commencing with coal, as the mainspring of our national wealth, 
and the very foundation of our extended .manufactures and com- 
merce, there can be no doubt that the past year has been a prosper- 
ous one to all concerned in the trade. This prosperity has arisen, 
in some measure, from the vast and increasing demand which ex- 
iste for this fuel, both here and in other countries to which we are 
} in the habit of exporting it; but it must also be attributed, to a 
certain extent, to the arrangements entered into by the trade, 
ostensibly for the public benefit, but, in reality, infinitely more for 
their own, Conducted on sound principles, the coal trade must 
ever be flourishing— affording, on the whole, a fair rermunerative 
profit to all the various parties engaged in it; and we have re- 
peatedly protested against the vicious and restricted system which 
has been adopted to ensure a higher rate. Although long success- 
fully supported, we are convinced that at no distant time the system 
must of necersity be abandoned, producing, perhaps, a most un- 
favourable reaction at its close. ‘The possibility of such an event 
is well deserving of attention from all who are interested. 

The tron trade has, during the past year, maintained an unusual 
character of firmness; the prices have undergone but little varia. 
tion, and although by no means high, have been fairly remunera- 
tive. We observe, with satisfaction, that the trying ordeals which 
this branch of industry has experienced within the last few years, 
have been at length productive of the most beneficial consequences, 
and placed it in that sound and healthy state which, we trust, may long 
be productive of udvantage to those who are concerned in it The 
demand for this metal, both home and foreign, is large and steady ; 
and, independently of war or any great commercial crisis, it pro- 
mines to continue #0, while the make, as at present, is limited by 
prudence to its fair proportion, instead of vainly grasping at tem- 
porary and delusive profits. 

Copper has, like iron, varied bat little during the past year; the 
standard at the first sale, which took place in January, was 1111. 5a. 
at a produce of 74; at the last two tickettings it was respectively 
1124, 14s, at a produce of 84; and 1152. 16s., at a produce of 78, 
having experienced some improvement towards the close of the 
year. When we consider the large quantity of thie metal which is 
now produced by Ireland, and by many foreign mines, where the 
ore exists in a state of extraordinary richness, it must be highly 
gratifying t6 find that a remunerative, although not very high, 
price # still maintained for the British miner. It would appear, 
indeed, that the increasing population and advancing civilisation of the 
world is continually giving rise to an increased demand for the metals, 
which bears some considerable ratio to this augmented supply. 
This consideration is frequently overlooked or disregarded, but it 
appears to us to be one of much importance. As connected with 
the continued prosperity of our copper mines, it is also deserving 
of remark, that the expectations which have long been entertained 
of realising large profits upon the rich ores of foreign mines, have 
been greatly disappointed, and we doubt whether more than a

The quantity of spelter imported 
in this country, and paying duty for home-consumption, is yearly 
on the increase, and amounted last year to 3113 tons. Ae this 
metal is successfully used for many of those purposes to which 
lead has hitherto been applied, its increasing consumption here 
taust tend to lessen the demand for lead to a nearly equal amount, 
perhaps, if we take the different specific gravities of the two 
metals into account, even to a greater. This, then, is a subject for 
consideration to those who are interested in lead mines, as tending 
to produce a gradual depreciation of their property, by a cause not 
readily apparent to those not conversant with the metal market. 

The ores of zinc are, however, known to be abundant in this 
country; they are found in the west of England, in Wales, Derby- 
shire, and the north, and although hitherto but sparingly wrought, 
may, perhaps, at the present time be more beneficially employed. 
In the production of this particular metal, there can be no doubt 
that foreigners have certain natural advantages over us, yet we 
know that it has been found profitable to raise it in this country, 
when its manufacture was by no means so well ungerstood as at 
present, and its uses much less extensive. It is then at least de- 
serving of the careful consideration of our mining friends whether, 
in the present advanced state of knowledge, our own soil may not 
be made to produce an adequate supply of spelter, without the 
necessity of foreign importations To this subject we may, per- 
haps, return again. 

In concluding our pyesent recapitulation, we intended to have 
taken some notice of the exports of British metals during the past 
year, but from the length to which our remarks have already ex- 
tended, are induced to defer this subject till a future opportunity.

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A report will be found in ano.her place of a late meeting of the 
“York and North Midland Railway Company,” held at the city of 
York, the Lory Mavonr in the chair. It will be seen that this 
important line, which forms a link of the railway communication, 
doubtless to be opened ’ere long, between London and Edinburgh, 
is in a state of satisfactory progress, and that a determination was 
come to by the meeting to carry forward the works with the great- 
est vigour, so that the line may be opened simultaneously with 
others with which it is connected, and by which its traffic will be 
benefitted. 

The propriety of raising a loan for this purpose was discussed at 

great length by the meeting, and with a degree of talent and mode- 
ration which is highly creditable to the gentlemen who took part 
in the question. It was argued on the one side by Mr. Alderman 
Witson, Mr. Tuxe, and others, that it would be more creditable 
to the company to carry the undertaking through with their Own 
subscribed capital, than thus early to borrow money to complete it, 
while it would be hard for those proprietors who were prepared to 
pay up the amount of their calls, to allow of interest upon money 
thus borrowed. These arguments, although strong, were, we con- 
sider, over-ruled on the part of the Chairman and Directors, who 
pointed out the inconvenience of often-repeated calls to the smaller 
proprietors, the limit of the amount of calls per annum as determined 
by Act of Parliament, and the inadequacy of this amount for that 
speedy completion of the works which circumstances rendered so 
desirable. ‘The example of the London and Birmingham Railway 
was also quoted in favour of the plan, and the strongest objection 
raised against it was removed by the proposition, that those pro- 
prietors who might be inclined to pay up the whole amount of their 
calls, should be allowed interest at she rate of 4 per cent. upon 
such advances. 
The resolution in favour of a loan was carried by a large majo- 
rity, and a question which, unless discussed with temper, might 
have been productive of much dissention, was thus speedily and 
amicably adjusted in a manner which we consider highly conducive 
to the interests of the company. 


The subject of railway communication between London and 
Dublin, is now* deservedly occupying a large share of public at 
tention, having been taken up with considerable spirit on both 
sides of the channel. The most important demonstration in favour 
of this measure was afforded by a meeting which took place at 
Dublin, on Saturday, the 19th instant, the Lorp Mavoa of that 
city in the chair. In addition to a numerous assembiage of the 
most influential merchants and bankers of the Irish metropolis, 
the meeting was attended by deputations of highly respectable 
geatiemen from Chester, Shropshire, and Carnarvon, all locally 
interested in the communication between the two coun- 
tries.

85,9402. After making provision for the payment of interest due epon 
debentures, amounting to 11,6854. Osaga., bet not payable until April 
next, the disposable balance would be 102,102/. 6s. 5d., and should the 
proprietors agree to the dividend which the directors proposed to recom. 
mend, of 24 per cent. for the past-half-year, the amountof which would 
be 33,8204, the rest would be 68,2827.
